DUBLIN, January . — Editor William 
O’Brien, M. P., was réieased from Tullamore 
Prison yesterday. It Was not expected that he 
‘would be liberated 
until Sunday, and 
t h e announcement 
came as a surprise. 
Nevertheless, the good 
people of the town of 
Tullamore gave him 
an ovation, having 
early learned that he 
ii Was to be set free be- 
mow Cause ot inquiries aris- 
Eng at the appearance 
of a formidable force of 
police which had been 
drafted in. When Mr. 
O'Brien passed out 
through the prison 
portals, he volutarily returned and vis- 
ted Lord Mayor Sallivan who is still in du- 
rance. Mr. O’Brien subsequently droveto the 
residence of ry the good priest who 
had devoted attention to him in 
prison. The were very enthusi- 
astic and Police Carter at one point 
drew his menace u the crowd. Mr. O’Brien 
thereupon jumped oft his car and asked the 
Inspector if he w freeman. The Inspector 
replied in the affirmative, Then,“ said Mr. 
O’Brien, the people have a perfectly legal 
right to approach „ and if you provokea 
disturbance on yourhead will rest the conse- 

quences. 

The Inspector thereupon drew off his men 
and Mr. O'Brien ‘preceeded on his journey 


amid tremendous „He had a hearty

John Mandeville, hie fellow prisoner, who had 
journeyed up from Mitchelistown to greet 
him, and from Mr. Thomas Oondon, M. P., 
who had also reached Tullamore. The little 
town was gayly decorated with green arches in 
honor of Mr. O’Brien, whois more than usually 
pale, but in the best of spirits, He speaks in 
the most hopeful manner of the aspect of 
affairs. 

AN OVATION TO THE EDITOR. 

En route from Tullamore, whence he de- 
parted at 7 o’clock for Dublin, which he 
reached before 10, his progress Was a richt 
royal one. At all the stations there were the 
most marked attentions and rejoicings. Deo- 
orations were general and addresses were pre- 
sented couched in the warmest terms of admi- 
ration of Mr. O’Brien’s devotion to the cause 
of Irish nationality and of the welfare of the 
Irish people. In Dublin the news of Mr. 
O’Brien’s liberation caused some excitement. 
Preparations had been in progress to give him 
a thorough ‘‘cead mille failthe,’’ but were not 
completed. The League branches, however, 
and the -Gaelio Athietic Clubs soon got 
matters in order, and from 8 p. 
m. bands and deputies and huge 
crowds were seen wending thelr way 
toward the King’s Bridge Rallwav terminus. 
In Park Gate street, near Pheonix Park, the 
members of the Gaelic Athietic Olub formed 
up in line in their uniforms and wearing their 
club’s colors, and marched six deep to the 
terminus, their appearance creating a pro- 
found impression. Mr. O’Brien’s train ar- 
rived in fairly good ume and he was welocmed 
by a large number of Members of Parliament 
in a hearty manner. Outside the demonstra- 
tion was. stupendous in ite magnitude; A 
torehlight procession was organized and 
the quays were traversed by many 
thousands with bands of music and 
banners, the ‘‘Gaelis’’. figuring promt 
nently. Mr. O’Brien was well pleased with 
his reception. He took his seat in the Lord 
Mayor’s carriage and was conveyed te the 
Imperial Hotel in O’Connell street, from one 
of the windows of which he addressed an 
enormous multitude, who crowded the mag- 
nificent thoroughfare. Mr. O’Brien was very 
weak after his day’s exertion. He had de- 
livered a long speech in Tullamore and shorter 
addresses at other places and in Dublin is 
speech was comparatively brief. 

O’BRIEN’S SPEECH AT TULLAMORD. 

At Tullamore, ‘where Dr. McElroy occupied 
the chair, Mr. O’Brien had said: ‘‘My friends, 
Ifeel it very pleasant to be here to-night and 
to see so many friendly faces around me. But 
I never felt more embarrassed in my life than 
now, how to deal with the perfect torrent of 
kind expressions that has been flowing in on 
me all day. {[Cheers.) Ishould like 1 1

often thought that there never was a man 
more blessed, and more undeservedly blessed, 
with indulgent friends, with true and gallant 
comrades, men with whom itis the pride and 
glory of my life to stand shoulder to shoulder 
in our sacred cause,in thunder or in sunshine. 
[Cheers.] You do not, I know, expect me to 
say very much to-night, brothers, if for no 
other reason, that a man who has been dead and 
buried for three months is rather a bad au- 
thority on current politics. [Laughter. ] But 
Icannot depart from Tullamore without at- 
tempting to express my gratitude and, I think 
I may say the gratitade of the Irish people, to 
Dr. Moorhead, who Is, I believe, the inventor, 
the man who conjured up that most unexpected 
apparition; he uninvited visiting Justice, that 
most unwelcome and unbidden guest at 
the little barmecide feast which Mr. 
Balfour had arranged for himself 
here in Tullamore. [Cheers and 
laughter]. One ofthe addresses referred in 
specially generous terms to the struggle 
which we have been endeavoring to make 
against the attempt to turn political imprison- 
ment to the basest political uses [cheers} for 
the purpose of blackening and of stigmatiz- 
ing and dishonoring the representatives of 
the Irish people inthe eyes of England. [A 
voice: ‘They will never doit, Mr. O’Brien.’] 
From the beginning I regarded Mr. Balfour’s 
boast that he wouldsink us te the level of 
criminals as 
A PIECE OF CALCULATED BRUTALITY 

{cheers}, as a part of the deliberate policy of 
defamation, which unscrupulous men are car- 
rying on against us in England—not because 
they believe in it, but as a piece of base party 
tactics and maneuvers. [Cheers.] I believe 
it to be simply a new and more truculent form 
of the ‘Parnellism and Crime’ policy ot the 
London Times [groans], and I believe it would 
have been base in us if we had laid down sub- 
missively under any infamy of that sort 
[cheers.] As it happened the lot fell to me 
Arat, and I did what thousands of Irishmen 
would have done if it had fallen to their lot. 
[Cheers.] Igavefulland free public notice 
that so long as my life remained I would not 
wear criminal uniform, that I would not 
associate with criminals, and that I would 
not perform any task that was unworthy of 
an honest man and ofa representative of the 
Irish people. [Cheers.] Well,I will only say, 
and I do not say it in a boasting spirit, that I 
have kept my word, and although I have no 
doubt that we have still a good deal of suffer- 
ing and dogged fighting before us, I believe 
that the protest we have maintained and 
the force of English opinion and 
of English discussion have already 
broken the neck of Mr. Balfour’s base prison 
legislation scheme. [Loud cheers.] For that 
result I feel bound gratefully to say that Dr. 
Moorhead and Mr. Henry Egan, and other 
visiting justices who came, many of them 
tremendous distances,to Tullamore to visit us, 
contributed in a large degree—if I should not 
say inthe principal or main degree. I can 
tell you that it was a lonely duel, enough for a 
long time—if you could call it a duel. It 
seemed to be very like a contest between a 
pocket pistol and a gatling gun. It was a 
lonely duel enough, alone there in the depths 
of that jail until Dr. Moorhead and Mr. Egan 
and his Red Cross Knights came trooping in 
as good lookers-on. [Loud cheers.] Itis a 
serious thing to say, butI do solemnly be- 
lieve that, but for the visiting justice and but 
for the angry public opinion that sprang up 


might have been very different scenes in Tul- 
lamore Jalil, ending with a very different cele- 
bration from that of to-night. It is a serious 
thing to say, and I am sorry to have to say it. 
I do not ground it entirely upon Mr. Balfour’s 
statement to Mr. Blunt. [Cheers.] I under- 
stand that Mr. Blunt has communicated to 
the public that cold-blooded and murderous 
statement. He communicated it to me months 
before there was the slightest probability of 
his being one of Mr. Balfour’s victims him- 
self and it was because I had that statement in 
my mind that I told Mr. Moorhead and Mr. 
Egan in the beginning that | believed they had 
brought us here to Tullamore to murder us, 
because I knew that Mr. Blunt was a man that 
would let his hand wither away in the fire be- 
fore he would tell a lie. [Loud cheers.] I 
suppose itcun do no harm now to confess to 
you tkat although 1 kept a good face to the 
world I went to prison with a perfect convic- 
tion ian my heart thatI should never come out 
alive. [Loud cries of Shame. 
THE CATACOMBS OF TULLAMORE. 

But mind you, apart altogether from that 
statement of his to Mr. Blunt, I hold that we 
are entitled, we are constrained, to infer the 
very worst as to the consequences from the 
position that he has taken up in public, from 
circumstances of secrecy and of guilty mys- 
tery under which we were brought here and 
buried in what they supposed would turn to be 
the Catacombs of Tullamore. [Oheers.] I be- 
lieve that we are entitied to infer the 
worst from the outrages that were com- 
mitted upon many of my friends and 
upon myself even under the searching eye of 
public opinion. Well, I have said that it 
might have ended differently but for the visit- 
ing justice. Ifeel bound, however, to point 
out that the Irish prison officials were not as 
bad as their instructions were. I have not 
met many prison officials, but those I have 
met I have fought them hard. But I have 
fought them with the weapon of fairness and 
of truth. [Oheers.] I say I have not met 
with many of them, but of those I have met I 
feel bound to say that I have not met one who 
seemed to have exhibited a relish 
for inflicting petty tortures upon 
political adversaries whom the fortune 
of war placed within their grasp. [Cheers.]} 
Ihave thonght it but fair to them to say this, 
and speaking now, ofcourse, from my own 
experience, 1 say that I have come out of 
Tullamore jail without having a grudge 
against any one single official, high or low, 
Governor or Deputy-Governor, or Wardens or 
visiting prison officials, and I feel bound in 
justice to say of the prison doctor, Dr. Ridley, 
that from the beginning to the end I received 
from him every courtesy and every kindness. 
It is but justice that I should give this ex- 
pression to what I think of the éubject re- 
garding the doctor. For although I felt bound

call the pastor ot our Church of the Catacombs,

ing about the prison day after day in all sorts 
of weather, always with a brave and 
cheery word upon his iips—bis very 
appearance, I repeat, was a lesson in forti- 
tude and devotedness to duty. [Cheers.] I 
knew for myself, and Isball never forget al 
the days of my life how many an hour, how 
many a leaden hour, was quickened and 
brightened for me by the resources of his rich- 
ly stored mind, of his wit and by his kindly 
Irish heart.’’

A REMARKABLE STATEMENT. 


The Standard Declares the Unionists Are 
Home Rulers.

LONDON, January 21.—The Standard, which 
is known to have intimate relations with 
some members of Salisbury’s Government, 
publishes a remarkable article to-day, where- 
in it says if the policy of giving Ireland as 
much local self-government as the considera- 
tions of the time permit can be called 
home rule, then the bulk of the 
Unionist party are home rulers.

Declares the Published 
Report to Be Without Foundation—The 
President's Gift to the Pope Made as an 

' Iddtvidual—The Thoebe- Carlisle Contest 
Adoption of the Majority Report by the 
House— Washington News.

WASHINGTON, D. O., January 21.—Secretary 
Bayard was shown this morning the dispatches 
purporting to come from London concerning 
the alleged ‘‘envoy’’ of the President to the 
Pope, his failure, according to the dis- 
patches, to present himself at the 
Vatican, and the. statement that he 
had -.been  ‘*boycotted’’ by members 
of the American Legation at Rome on purely 
personal grounds, ever since his arrival in that 
city. When the Secretary had finished reading 
the dispatches he laughed heartily. 

It is all rubbish,’’ said he. The Presi- 
dent sent no envoy to the Pope. He 
conld not do 80. The only Gov- 
ernment in Italy with which this 
country has political relations isthe Govern- 
ment of King Humbert. The President sent 
his gift as a private ingividual. I did not even 
know he had sent it until Isay the fact stated 
in the newspapers. I understand 
it was sent through Cardinal Gibbons, 
who selected the person to whom 
he intrusted its delivery in Rome. The State 
Department was in no way concerned with 
the matter, nor has any person been author- 
ized to act as the President’s representative 
at the Vatican.’’ 

Secretary Bayard was much amused by the 
story about the ‘‘boycottine’’ of the gentie- 
man who was credited with ann Se Presi 
dent’s ‘‘envoy’’ by the American pam. 

„The American Legation,’’ said he, con- 
sists of one person, Mr. Charles Dougherty, 
who is now in this country on leave, and con- 
sequently could not possibly have boycotted 
anybody in Rome.’ 

udge Stallo, the American Minister at Rome, 
is a gentleman of quiet tastes who spends most 
of his time at his books and goes but little if 
all into society. He has been criticised for 
this by members of the American colony, ac- 
customed to the lavish display of the former 
Minister, the young millionaire, Astor of New 
York. Efforts have been made to misrepresent 
Judge Stallo in or possible way because he 
would not and could not entertain these peo- 
ple as they wished, being a man of limited 
means. The ridiculously false stories 
about the President's so-called ‘‘envoy’’ 
are probably part of the same game to dis- 
credit the e and put it in a false 
— and it is quite likely proceeded from 

s same source.

Some of 
the members of the committee have a sus- 
picion that water gas is going south of Wash- 
ington avenue, though ail the testimony 
offered has been calculated to disprove this

But the repayment of $20,000;000 is not 
only quite a bribe to an influential cluster 
of States, but isone way of getting rid 
of the surplus and heading off the tax- 
reduction pressure. It is also a precedent 
for other bills to restore taxes paid by by- 
gone generations, the income taxes col- 
lected from the pay of military and naval 
officers during the war, the cotton tax, 
etc. An amendment to provide for pay- 
ing back the old cotton tax of some $60,- 
000,000 or $80,000,000 was lost by a vote of 
46 to 16, but some who voted against it did 
so merely to keep from overloading the 
bill, and pledged themselves to vote for a 
separate cotton tax refunding bill. 

The cotton tax entered into the price of 
cotton goods which was worn out and paid 
for at least twenty-five years ago.

The pre- 
tense of refunding that tax would be a 
mere grab of over $60,000,000 for the pri- 
vate benefit of individuals. Yet, either as 
a matter of equity or as a matter of public 
policy, only a very finical and fanciful dis- 
tinction can be drawn between a bill to 
refund the cotton taxes and a bill to re- 
fund the direct tax collected under the 
act of 1861.

THE BIG FIGHT. 


REFERER ATKINSON GIVES THE DETAILS. 
OF THE SMITH-KILRAIN MILL. 


Old Timers“ Opinions of the Fight Indicate 


That It Was a Good One—A Record of 
Long Prise Ring Contests and the Time 


Florence M,.—Sporting News and Notes. 


In a very long letter addressed to Mr. R. K. 
Fox, explaining the minutest details of the re- 
cent great battle for the fistic championship 
between Jake Kilrain of the United States and 


son, the referee, states that Kilrain could have 
won had he pursued his several advantages 


"| gained in the early part of the fight. Ex- 
tracts from the referee’s letter are as follows: 


“The battle was the toughest and most 
scientific I have ever witnessed, and Mr. 
Johnny Gideon (who saw the majority of Tom 
Sayers’ fights) expressed his opinion that it 
was the best he had ever seen. John Percival, 
another old-timer, made the same remark. 
Kilrain had decidedly the best of the ight. He 
won first fall, first blood and first fair knock- 
down dlow, and nearly all the fighting took 
place in Smith’s corner, where the ground 
was higher than in any other portion of the 
ring. The wrestling was all in favor of Kil- 
rain, as Smith did not gain halt a dosen falls. 

KILRAIN’S FIRST BLUNDER. 

In the fourth round Kilrain felled Smith to 
the ground with a right hander on the ear and 
Smith came up very groggy forthe next. The 
mistake Kilrain made at this point. was in not 
following up his advantage and forcing the 
fighting, but I suppose he thought he had the 
trump card in hand. Later, when Mitchell 
called upon Jake to go in and win the 
result was a sharp, bustling round, Smith 
getting the best of it, so for some 
rounds afterward Kilrain pursued his 
old tactics of not throwing a chance away, 
but Smith all the time was growing stronger. 
Kilrain threw Smith nearly every time, and 
once countered him very heavily on the jaw, 
bringing the Englishman to his knees. This 
blow nearly settled the fight, but again Smith 


answered sharp to thecall of time, and Kilrain 
once more failed to hurry matters to a finish. 

Though Smith in every round was thrown to 
the ground he appeared to be refreshed rather 
than otherwise by the falls. Had the ground 
been even moderately hard of course the 
wrestling business would have soon settled 
Smith’s chance of success; but the grass was 
very thick, coarse and long, and the turf soft 
from recent rains, so really it was like being 
thrown on afeather bed. The falis, therefore, 
only gave Smith the rest he needed. 

SMITH A TOUGH ONB. 

In addition to the two terrible blows I have 
mentioned, either of which would have 
knocked ninety- nine men out of a hundred 
out of time, Kilrain landed with his full force 
another right hander flush on Smith’s mouth, 
grassing the Englishman flat on his back, but 
upon time being called Smith was first up to 
renew the battle, though bleeding from the 
mouth, the blood trickling on to his chest. 
Kilrain’s right eye at this point, which Smith’s 
left kept repeatedly visiting, appeared as if it 
would close, sothe Englishman changed his 
tactics by having a go for the left one, but he 
only got home once with the right there. The 
rest of the fighting was tame. Smith acting — 2 
on the — of his seconds, cut the fightin 
short as possible in each round and left i 
rain to do all the throwing. No sooner did 
Kilrain or Smith lead off than they would 
clinch, and down they went, Smith mostly un- 
derneath. Indeed, toward the close Smith did 
not seem desirous of contesting some of the 
falls, evidently having a liking for being put 
upon his back, thereby aes time for re- 
covery from the effects of the punishment he 
had received. 

TOO DARE FOR FURTHER WORK. 

It was quit 4 to the merest tyro when 
time was called for the 100th round that 
Kilrain had no chance of finishing Smith be- 
fore darkness set in, and the umpires said 
they would not be able to see the time much 
longer. At the end of the 104th 
round they put their watches in their pockets 
and informed me that it was r oing on, 
as they could not see the time. ered the 
men to fight on, and two rough but well-con- 
tested rounds were fought, each trying all he 
knew, minus time-keepers, but without any 
decided advantage to either, Jack being as 
good as his master. Indeed, Smith, who. 
must have a marvelous constitution, ‘tairly 
held his own in the last four rounds, and I’m 
sure the — could not have been finished 
much inside another hour, and the English 
man es a have finally outstayed Kilrain and 
snatched the battle out of the fire. Anyway, 
seeing that there was no prospect of the bat- 
tie being finished, I ordered a cessation of 
hostilities for the day. 

WHERE THE “DRAW’’ WAS FIXED UP. 

Mitchell asked when the fight was to be re- 
vived. Ireplied ‘The earliest possible oppor- 
tunity.’ He said, ‘When will that be?’ I re- 
plied, To- morrow morning, of course.’ On 
the boat, without consulting me, Kilrain and 
Smith, after having a drin together, shook 
hands, and, at the request of the crowd, 
agreed toa draw.

The Gaty Estate va. Branch. 


Judge Dillon to-day decided a question of 
jurisdiction in the case brought by the State to 
use of Lewis, administrator of Samuel Gaty, 
vs. Joseph W. Branch and bondsmen. The 


point raised was whether the Probate Court 
has power on the death of an insane rson 
who had been placed under guardianship to 
make settlement of the ac- 
counts of such guardian. The statute 
is not specific. Section 6825 simply provides 
that upon the death of such a person the 
power of the guardian shall cease, the estate 
shall descend and be distributed as if such 
person had been of sound mind, and the 
guardian shall immediately settle his accounts 
and deliver the estate and effects tothe per- 
sonal representatives. The statute does not 
say before whom or with whom tue 
guardian shall settle his accounts. The 
other provisions of the chapter, however, 
provide for theappointment of such guardian 
by the Probace Court, aud that he shall man- 
age the estate under the direction of that 
court, and shall oncea i or oftener, if or- 
dered by the court, render to that court a true 
account of his guardianship, and shall make 
settlement with that court. 

In view of these provisions it was intended 
that the guardian should settie in the Probate 
Court. This is the conclusion reaehed by 
the Supreme Court. Administrator’s pendente 
lite occupy a position very similar to that of 
a Receiver acting under the direction of the 
court and it applies with equal force to a 
guardian in charge of the estate of an insane 
person. 


Liability ef Employers,
